The first Board of Directors! meeting was neld at. club headquarters. 
Monday evening, January 9. Yays and means of improving the club Bulletins 
was discussede The important tonic for discussion however was "How we 
might do sgometaing to eliminate the interference the 'All Nighters* are 
aiving us". “e broaght up several suggested plans, as well as the propos- 
ition which was suggested by Carl Forestieri in one of his recent let~ 
ters. After much discussion we decided to adopt a plan quite similiar 
to Carl's orggonal suggestion, namely that;- Those DX Fans and DX Clubs 
who were in sympathy with tho idea should follow our sugsested plan. The 
Plan as offered is as follows:- Those oersons interested in preserving 
the general welfare of the DX game should write a courteous letter to 
the Federal Communications Commission, Washington, D. C, Attention:~ 
irs Herbert L. Pettey, Secretary stressing the following pointss~ First 
that the "Series of all night broadcasts"from stations now indulging in 
this practice, was tending to fxill! the interest in DXinge Second tiat 
even though DXers and their welfare might not be of any grave ooncern to 
the Commission, that they were not to overlook the fact that the valuable 
information thet has been contained in tho reports of many of the Diers, 
has been largely responsible for many of the improvements which make 
radio broadcasting wiat it is today. Third that the stations feel that 
Dx programs and DX reports are essential for that reasone Fourth that if 
these all night broadcasts are permitted to continue that DxXers will lose 
their interest, inasmuch as so many of the channels will be blocked with > 
these broadcasts, thus making it impossiblo to continue DXing satisfact~ 
orily. Fifth that if this interest does die out, it will mean that the 
stations will suffer inasmuch as they will no longer be able to depend 
upon the valuable reports and suggestions tiat are received from the 
Dierse Sixth that the broadeasters themselves, are finding it a waste 
of money and time to try to put on DxXes on channels that are continually 
blocked by the All Night Broadcasterse Hence stations will not conduct 
tests that misht otherwise prove very valuable to them. 


Ags @ remedy you might suggest to the FCC that they either curb the 
number of broadcasts that each station may put on a month, or assign them 
to frequencies which could be set aside purposely for the "All Nighters" » 
Ve are certain that if all Dyers concerned about tuis grave situation 
which we are now faced with, will co-operate in writing a letter to the 
Commission that stresses all of the above mentioned points, that we may 
be able to persuade the FCC that the Dxers have really dane a service to 
radio’ broedeasting and deserve some consideration in this matters Let's 
all do our part to put this great movement across.
